H. If the warden has reasonable and articul able suspicion to believe that aviolation of law has taken
place or istaking place, stop and examine any snowmobileto ascertain whether it isbeing operatedin
compliance with chapter 937 or any other provision of this Part regul ating snowmobiles and demand
and inspect the operator's certificate of registration. Other law enforcement officers are subject to
the provisions of this paragraph; and’

SUMMARY

Current law provides that a law enforcement officer may stop a snowmobile without having a
reasonable and articulable suspicion that a violation of the law has occurred or is taking place. This
amendment requires a law enforcement officer to have a reasonable and articulable suspicion that a
violation of the law has occurred or is taking place before stopping a snowmobile.
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
